Blowing turkey dust ires neighbors

On Thanksgiving Day, hundreds 
of thousands of turkeys will sur- 
round the thankful people on Dillard 
and Apple Roads in Wilton. There 
are about 40 turkey bams in the 
area at four different ranch sites. 
Each barn has a standing-room 
capacity for 8,000 birds. If the barns 
are full, that’s more than 300,000 
turkeys. 

And the neighbors can't stand it. 

“The smeii has literally made me 
throw up,” said “Sheila,” a neighbor 
who has lived near the ranches for 
three years 

In July of 1989, the smell, flies 
and “turkey dust” aggravated 24 
residents into filing a suit in Sacra- 
mento Superior Court. They asked 
for $50 million in punitive damages 
and wanted the turkey ranches 
closed 

The residents claimed the ranch- 
ers roto-tilled the turkey manure 
which caused waves of manure- 
laced dust. 

“If you sit outside during a sum- 
mer evening, you can watch the 
dustrollin like fog, * another neighor 
said 

The turkey ranchers argued that 
if the manure wasn't tumed under, 
the fly population would be unbear- 
able. The residents retorted that the 
flies were already so bad that noone 
wanted to have a barbecue on the 
4th of July. 


The residents also claimed the 
ranchers buried turkey carcasses in 
shallow ditches. 

“Coyotes would dig up the car- 
casses and carry them all over the

The 
ranchers make sure the turkeys 
reach maturity at different times — 
which means continuous trucking 





to the slaughter houses. 

This Thanksgiving will mark al- 
most four-and-a-half years since 
the law suit. Noone ever proved that 
the water is contaminated. The 
neighbor hasn't recently seen the 
ranchers burying turkeys, and the 
trucks don’t drive down Apple Road 
anymore. The lawsuit was settled 
out of court. 

Today, life on Apple and Dillard 
Roads continues as usual. The 
people who filed the law suit plan to 
eat turkey on Thanksgiving. Thou- 
sands of30-poundtoms still scratch 
up manure, and the ranch hands 
still churn up the dust. Coyotes still 
eye the turkey barns and twitch 
their ears whenever the turkeys 
gobble (It's a strange chorus. It’s as 
if the turkeys are alternating gar- 
gling and yodeling while holding 
Super Balls in their mouths). 

“People shouldn't move out to the 
country if they don’t want to deal with 
farm smells and farm life,” said Bill 
Mattos, the president of the Califomia 
Poultry Industry Federation. 

Mattos also said that Califomia tur- 
key ranches are regulated and are 
located in zones designated for agri- 
cultural use. As long as there is a 
market forturkey, turkey ranching will 
continue. 

“There's an excellent market for 
turkevsthis year,” said Heffernan. “And 
in one day —- every Thanksgiving — 
Americans eat about 45 million tur- 
keys.”

This semester, the Sigma Chi 
fraternity worked with the Gamma 
Phi Beta sorority to raise $700 for 
a CSUS student in need of a bone 
marrow transplant. 

“It was really exciting because 
it actually helped someone on 
campus,” said Steve Oliveira, 
president of Sigma Chi 

The $700 enabled many people 
to test for compatible bone mar- 
row and the student received a 
transplant last month. 

Miki Ohata is another univer- 
sity student who is making a dif- 


ference in the community as a Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters volunteer. She 
said there is a strong need for volun 
teers at Big Brothers/Big Sisters 
Many of these chiidren come from 
single parent homes and need a role 
model. According to Big Brothers, 
Big Sisters, there are over 150 chil 
dren in the Sacramento area waiung 
to be matched with a big brother or 
sister 

“Volunteering is a great exper! 
ence because you give as well as 
receive,” Ohata said.

The Hope House is one of the few 
low cost residences in Sacramento for 
people living with AIDS. The Mustard 
Seed Schoo! is a private school for 
homeless children 

Another Loaves and Fishes pro- 
gram, Brother Marun’s Ministries, pro- 
vides Outreach and jail visitation to 
homeless guesis. Sister Maria and 
Sister Nora at Brother Martin Minis- 
tnes work with prisoners in jail who 
need assistance. 

They provide support to these 
people by talking with them and listen 
ing to what they have to say. The 
pnisoners are not judged or looked down 
upon. 

Surprisingly, visitors in need of ser- 
vices al Loaves and Fishes are not what 
people might expect them to be. “At 
first, | expected everyone to be bums, 





but they aren't that way. They are

Another organization that has 
helped hundreds of women in Sac- 
ramento is Women Escaping A V1 | 
lent Environment 

According to Community Out 
reach program assistant Knste Pot 
ler at WEAVE, their purpose is to 
limitand reduce vicum trauma, pro 
mote recovery and reduce the inc: 
dence of family violence and sex ual 
assault. 

WEAVE offers many services 
for vicums of domestic violence 
and sexual assault. Individual and 
group counseling plays an impor- 
tant part in helping them recover. In 
cases Of sexual assault, volunteers 
also accompany victuums to the hos- 
pital and help out with emergency 
housing and legal assistance. 

Many programs are also avail- 
able for vicums of domestic vio- 
lence including emergency trans- 
portation, food and clothing. In 
addition, WEAVE provides a 
safehouse for battered women and 
children 

Volunteers are a crucial part of 
organizations like Loaves and Fishes 
and WEAVE. Without them, these 
groups would not be able to reach 
Out and help as many people as they 
do.
